
 

 

 

DETERMINATION OF NONSIGNIFICANCE (DNS) 
 

Name of Proposal: DNS 17-044: WYNOOCHEE RIVER FISHING ACCESS  

 

Description of Proposal:  
The project will include 1,300 feet of new road construction, 200 feet of road reconstruction and 

1,200 feet of brush clearing and relocating on the gravel bar.  The purpose of the road is to 

restore public fishing access to the Wynoochee River, and the road will also be used for future 

timber harvest and haul by Green Diamond. A parking area, approximately 50 ft by 145 ft, will 

be located adjacent to the road, outside the Wynoochee River channel migration zone and the 

shoreline buffer. Two small roadside pullouts are also proposed, which would be located outside 

the channel migration zone and shoreline buffer as well.  Signs will be posted to direct users and 

a porta potty will be located at the parking area.  The proposal also includes installation of a 36-

inch diameter culvert in the backwatered side channel that is currently bisected by the existing 

road grade with no culvert. This will allow fish to access this side channel habitat.  During the 

fall and winter we anticipate 100 boat launches a week week if fishing is good and river flow is 

below 2,600 cfs.  When the river gets above 2,600 cfs the river becomes unfishable.

Location of Proposal, including street, if any:  The eastern shore of the Wynoochee River 

approximately 16 miles north of the town of Montesano, Grays Harbor County, Washington. The 

site does not have an address but is located at Township 20N, Range 8W, Sections 23 and 24. 
  

Lead Agency:  Washington Department of Fish and Wildlife (WDFW) 
 

WDFW has determined that this proposal will likely not have a significant adverse impact on the 

environment.  Therefore, state law1 does not require an environmental impact statement (EIS).  

WDFW made this determination of nonsignificance (DNS) after we reviewed the environmental 

checklist and other information on file with us.   
 

We issued this DNS according to state rules.2  We will not act on this proposal for 14 days 

from the date we issued the DNS. Agencies, affected tribes, and members of the public are 

invited to comment on this proposal or DNS. We must receive your comments within 14 days of 

the date of this letter.  The comment period will end at 5:00 pm on September 5, 2017.
